Thus was ono of the rankest bluffs in the
history of pugilistic theatricals valled. Cor-
bett was pale ns a ghost and  much

chargined when he sat down, for he could
not have helped observing thay about every
ninety-nine men out of 100 in that vast
throng were with the Parson,

But what avout it nll} Monday night [
considerad the Parson’s action the groutest
achisvement in tighting circles of the age. |
thought he had routed the champion foot
and dreagoon; that he had taught him a les.
som that would be conducive of vast benoflts
tothegame; that he had foreed thegreat [am
to onea more don the pug's cestus and enter
the ropes agnin,  As is well known, | have
no fuith in the Mitehell-Corbett elap-trap,
The vast crowd of red hot sports in the big
roofless building was with me. Everybody
save Corbett wus o a hilarious frame of
mind and ready to enjoy tho fights of the
evening with renewed zest. But again | say,
what about it allt 1"l tell yoa what I think,
with all due respect to Mr. Davies, I think
tho whole affair is s howling, rotten, mwis-
chievous farce.

The Whistle of the Upland Plover,

One of the most glorlous shooting seusons
of the whole uwelvemonth is now upon the
gunners of this particular section and luti-
tude. The Buartramian sandpiper, better
known to local sportsmen as the upiund
plover, has arrived, und the broasd hay
fields and plowed ground will shorily afford
most exhiluratineg sport.

Acocording to Audubon this bird {8 not
strictly a plover, but closely allfed to
that species of gamo Dbirds, ‘Fucy nrrive
here in their greatest numbers during the
last week of July, I:mcnilnﬁ from Kunsus
northward to the Hritish Columbins, and
wintering in Texas und the stutes of Mexico,
This section Is ono of the favorite feeding
grounds of the bivd, the nutritious nature of
our many Jfﬂl“ seods being the feed it moss
ornves and on which It fattens until it be-
comes almost Jike o sponge.sonked in oll
They often become Lo fut for tempting Lable
use,and will remain here until Jock Frost first
Ims'lnl to erecp nmong the grass blades,
whon they levant hastily and almost io a
ho_il'z for the surmf\' clmes of furthor south,

ey are Lo be found Io greatest numbers
when hero upon the wido uplund meadows,
or the hillsides covered with short stragging
tufts of bunch grass and seed-boaring woeds
of different species, On the wide hay Helds
plong the “auld military road' they used to
abound o unusual pumbers, and are
froquontly found yet fn ample numbers o
furuish satisfactory shooting, but are not
nearly so plentiful as o few years ago,
Muany a nice bag have I made io the flelds
along this legendary old trail, snd only lust
summer. Juck Morrison ond I killed thivty-
elﬂmm an evening's shoot just south of
Billy Paxton's beautlful rauch, aslmost
within the city limits. They are noever
found in rocky or wooded lands, sud seldom

in low or swampy places. Up in
the mnorth part of  the state, ou
the wslmost moeasureless pasture lands,

thls little feathered king loves to haunt
on the grassy, sloping hillsides, fallow Helds
aud pewly plow rounds, where it notonly
finds plenty of farinsceous seeds snd the in-
sact food to which it Is ravenously pariial—
the swmall n grasshopper, worms, tloy
sualls and the coleoptercus flies that infest
the weods and grassos.

The upland & wary bird, and almost
always “Hushies' st long renge, but as they
ure caslly kilied, n singie No. 8 often doing
the work, this rendors the sport the more
desirous and iuteresting. Toey seldom go iu
flocks, as flocks go, but 4are ofteu found in

larges  soattered companies, and  when
Jumped do so one by one, each uuunf n
course that sults him best, and after circling
n fow times, converge Into small bunches
then scatter aguln when about to light'
When a-wing they give frequent utter
ance to a peculiarly plaintive whistle some
thing lika “tur-whirtle, turswhirtle,” soft
and musical to the sportsman’s ear. This
note hias the exasperating quality of sound-
ing always near at hand, when often the
bird that utters it is n half milo away. He
generally takes a swift little rua before
arising, and when once u the wing,
sweeps ‘round wnd ‘round, nlwaya settling
down again woll out of reach.sA wing-*ipped
upland should be retrieved, immediately,
for it is so Heet of foot, that it quickly out-
strips pursult, then squats close behind
some clod or tuft, with which ita beautifully
mottled plumage assimilates to a degreo
that dettes detection, Tta wings are sharp-
pointed and wvory lengthy and carry it
through the air with incradible speed, and
It requires o quick eyo and nervy hand to
bring them to wrass.

With the close of the upland plover shoot-
ing in Aacust cnids ntrl{slly the summer
shooting, as it is a sort of connecting link
between tho spring and autumn guving.
Then sportsmen must again sheath their
guns until Septomber,when the chickens are
ready ; after thls that most royal and hearty
inonth of the whole year, when the quick ot
the mallned 12 heard i the marsh, the whir
of the quall in the stuhble, the buck of the
squireel in the timber, and the honk of tho
goose in teld and on Inke, stream and lagoon.

Time's Remorveleas Tooth Turne Wearily
Away from Ranta Fe

—

AN ANTIQUE JEWEL IN MODERN SETTING

Intereating Deseription of the Anclent Cap.
Itnl of New Mexico, [ts Sitaation and
Burroundings, Historionl Anso~
elatlons and Curiosities.

Avnvquergue, N, M. July 18 —[Correspond-
ence of Tue Bee |—After completing my riam-
blings in Texas I traversed the southern part
of Kansas from Wichitn wesatward, thence
passing through the southeastern part of
Colorado, and vhence through the northeast-
ern part of Now Mexico till [ reached Santa
F'a. Much of the country through which I
this passed (s a drey, arid waste; portions of
it fire smooth and level, whie other portions
are rough and hilly, Much of it is thinly
settled, In many particulars it boars no re-
semblance to certain other sections of coun-
try whose verdure, beauty and luxurinnee of
vegetiblo growtn excited my admiration,
and of which I have heretofore written, In
many places the sofl is suMciently fertile for
agricuitural and fruit growing purposes, but,
comparatively speaking, no ecrops are
rawsed. Want of rain sooms to be the only
cause, Irrmpeation, however, is  bringing
some of it undor successful and profitable
cultivation, and irrigation will eventually
work its reclamation. But of this mole mny
be sald in letters yot to come.

The Clty of Santa Feo.

I spent soveral weeks In Santa Fe, peram-
bulating its streets, examimng its old
curios and roaming over the hilla and
the valleys with whicn It is the more immoe-
diately environed. It stands at an altitudo
of 7,000 feet ubove the level of the sca, 1se-
sidos mhlf; the territorial capitnl of New
Mexieo, it is also the coun:y seat of Santa
e county. From these two circumstances
it derives considernble of {ts importance,
It is o few miles northeast of the geograph-
ical center of the county in which it is situ-
ated, It is cozily nestled in among the foot-
hills on the west side of the Santn Ifa range
of mountmins, A large spur from thot
range, extending westward and thence
southward, gives it ample provection from
the north winds., Through it flows the Rio
Santa Fe, a small stream of pure, cold
sparkiing water formed by the melting of
suow crowning the summits of distant moun-
tuins, Notwithstanding the great altitude
of the city and the dryness of 1ts climnte,
there are numerous yords and gardens
where flowers, vines, shrubs, shado trees,
fruit troes aud vegetables are in healthy,
vigorous growth, ‘This is, of course, the re-
sult of irvigation. In the interior and older
part of the city, its streets are very narrow
and frregular in their courses, In the
more outlying wsud newer portions, how-
ever, they are much wider wnd conform
more largely to the modern order of things,
Of its population, which is something near
7,000, Mexicans Iargely predominate; and
most of them apeak the Spanish language.
About the city us o whole, one does not ob-
serve the push, energy und thrift which
characterizeo many western towns, Its pub-
lie buildings cousist of a federal building, as
it iscalled, contuining a court room and a
number of ofces for the transuction of busi-
ness pertaining to tne nntionnl government;
the territorial penitentiary, the governor's
pulace, Dawes institute, a government
school for edueating Indian children, and a
county court house, containing u large court
room and offices for the transaction of all
county business,

= =eaefili ), of Schools,

While well provided with~chiyrhes and
newspapors, Sauta Fe is pre-eminentiy’ o
cityof schools. Besides Dawes Institute,
alrendy referred to, there is a deaf and
dumb school and also & regulir system of
free schools, open for all the youths of the
city who choose to attend them. Tireso
are public  Institutions and supported
at the public expense. But, in addition,
thero are several private schools. The
consist of the following: St. Michael's col-
lege, ihe Loretta ncadcmir. the Orphan's
Home and Industrinl sehool, St. Catherlne's
Indian schuol, all Cathoile Institutions;
Within hall. n day school for Mexlean chil
dren, o boarding school for Mexican ohil-
dren and the Ramona Indisn school, under

rotestant management and control, The

uildings in which these several private
chools are being carriod on are large, well-

nished structures, equipped with all the
ustuul  modern  convenlences, They are
largely attended, thelr pupils coming from
all parts of the territory, and from olher
states and territories as well. However
backward Santa F'a may be in some particu-
Iaras, in her educational institutions she is
ifull_',’ abreast of the most advanced commun-
L1ES,

Tne Plazea, ns it is calied, the only park
of which the municipality can boast, com-
prising s square, or block, is in the central
part of the city, Many of the dwelling
houses and other buildings aro constructod
of adobe brick four inches thick, nine inches
wide and eighteen inches long, These brick
are moae of mortar consisting of earth in its
natural state mixed with straw and water,
and burnt by being exposed to the sun,

In this climate their durnbllity is almost o
a matter of marvel. At the present timea
government post {8 maintained within the
city, where two companles of soldiers are
stutioned, The rsins which fall here are
“few and far between." As yolthere has
practically boen no rain atall sinco the dis-
appearance of winter, As o result, both
enrth and atmosphere are very dry. While
thero Is nearly always o gentle breeze, vio-
lent winds are of rare occurrence, Nor does
one #uffer so much from the dust here as in
many other places where excessive dryness
is u characteristic of the clhimate. I have
been somewhat at o loss to account for this,
but 1 suppose It explainable upon the
theory thut while there is an almost con-
atant bireeze, its current, as & rule, is not of
sufllelent force to put the aust in motion,
The sky is seldom clouded, the sun shines
with o glaring brightness, and though the
thermometer often rises above 0= in the
shade, one does not perspire and swelter
nore as in other localities of the smne tem-
perature where the atmosphere s more
heavily laden with humidity. The nights
are delightful, pleasant and cool, nud the
llecr one cujoys s sweetl, restful wnd re-
freshing. . The pure, dry alr, and the gen-
ersl wildoess of the climate make this un
exceedingly healthy place for nearly all
clusses of poople.

Curiosities for s Tenderfoot,

Mnny shings strike a *tenderfoot' ns both
curious and novel. Only a few of thom will
be named. Much of the jewelry, pottery,
tableware, statuary, many of the shawls,
rugs, blankets, carpets aud numeroug other
nrticles offered for sale by the morchants,
are the bhandiwork of native Mexicuus ana
Indians, by whom, (o the making, they have
been wrought into all sorts of fantsstio
shapos, and paioted In a combination of
colors 1t would bo difeult to describe,  Lit-
tle burrows, a diminutive species of the uss,
are scen poassiog through the streols with
londs of wood tiod upon' them in the sha
of & hulf moon, overy day in the weok, ‘The
load, which often appears Lirger than the
puimal corrying it, is borae in this wu i‘i’ from
places up iu tho mountains, ten and fifteen
miles distant from the clty. Most of the
dwelling houses are only one story high, snd
s0 bullt us to leave a large recess or court in
the center, In other words, they are cop-
structed (o the form of o hollow square.
Muny o whito muan, coming here siugle,
yours ago, began at an early day o cast his
“Ynatural oyes" uyou # hundsome, dusky-
colored squaw, ic next began to cast
Ysheep's eyes" upou her. Courtship soon

followed in dead earuest, aud marriage,
of coupse, was the lnevitable re-

resultof the Mexican war. In I850 it was
erected into and made oneof the regular
organized territories of the United Stutes:
and from thut time down to the present,
Santy Fe has been and suill Is the wrrito-
rinl capitnl, The governor's palace stnnds
on the spot where the old Spanish palaco
had beon erocted shortly afier 1605, That
ancient structure was destroyed by fire in
1050, and sometime thercafter but before
1710 the presont building was completed. It
is made of adobe brick, isone story nigh
and is divided inte some twenty-five rooms,
It s supposed to have been put up during
the administeation of 4 Spanish governor by
the name of Don Dionisia Penslosa,und there-
afterserved as tho governor's palace during
the Spanish and Mexiean regimoes. and ever
since it fell under American sway it has
been, and still is, used for the ame purpose,
During all those yeurs it has been the place
where the several governors and many of
the other tervitorisl ofticers have transucted
the public business, It has also been the
residence of such of the governors us choso
to make it their home. It was in this old
building that Lew Wuallace wrote **Ben Hur??
while territorinl governor from 1878 to 1851,
I was personally in the very room where he
composed that povular and much-read little
book. The chapel ol San Maguel still stands,
having becn quive receutly braced by somo
stone abutments to hold 1t in position, 1t is
a strong, adobe edifice, built between 1541
and 15646, It was parctially destroved by In-
dians in 1682, It was rebuilt In 1710, & part
of the walls of tne old chapel, extending
somo six or eight feer above the ground,
belng used as a part of the walls of the new

structure, Since 118 rebuilding in 1710 it has
stood intact, escaping wll  catastrophes.

Hanging upon its interior walls may be seen
a number of religivus paiutings over d4)p
vears old, One of them represent, o

Michael SP28YLEthe dragon.

Mnny other thiogs, noted for their
antiquity, might be mentioned, but
to go any further on this par-
ticular .line .of narrative would ex-

wand this letter beyvond reasonnble limits.
l\t’hu.t.l.wl:r' muy be thiought of Santa Fe in
other respects, her years, her curios und her
history will hereafter make her an object of
interest to the traveler, the tourist and the
lover of antiquity.

Witnessing an Indisn Dance.

On June 24 [ visited San Juan, an Indian
village located in the walley of the Rio
Grande, about fifty miles north of Santa e,
Their houses nre adobe structures, The vil-
lage is over three centuries old, and its in-
habitants are a peacelul, industrious, hard-
working tribe of Indians, descended from
some ancient Pueblos.  They devote thom-
selves to stock raising aud farming with
decided success, It was thelr foast day in
hooor of St. John, their patron saint.  Be-
sides enting sond drinking, they engaged in
foot racing and dancing,  In these perform
ances none but males partlcipated. They
were absolutely naked, save us to o slight
covering about walst und hips,  From hewd
to foot they wore smeared with a rude paint
of various colors,  The heads of some wers
ornamentod with feathers; of others, with
squireel tails und the like.  The appearance
of some was hideous and rvepulsive; that of
othors ludicrous in the extreme,
Their dancing consisted of keeping time by
their feet with the rude beating of a rudo
drum. Asna race they have gradunlly dis-
appeared since the ndvent of the white man,
till their number now upon the land of thelr
fathers is comparatively smaull.  Though
humiliating the confession, it is neverthe-
less true, that cunning, treachery, enslave-
mept, starvation, fire, sword, butchery and
colil-blooded murder in a thousand aifferent
forms, have been, in large measure, the
moans of their extermination. That thaosa
of them still among us may give up all de-
sire of revenge for past wrongs, that they
may receive better treatment hereafter, and
thut henesforth they may live in peace, hap-
pluesa and prosperity must, 1 think, be the
earnest wish of all humano puoplu.J 5
